This report (part B) presents a translation of a fragment 
or a book believed to be used by the Vi©t Minh in their secret schools for 
giving Communist indoctrination to future leaders of the Indochinese

1« The text is undated, but internal evidence indicates that it vas prep .red just 
before the Japanese surrender, A largo part of tho immediate program enunciated 
has already been put into effect* This suggests that the remainder o" the long- 
term program will be put into effect in duo course if the Viet Xlinh continues 
to wield p ot;o r and continues to be dominated by Stalinists* The eeeiofc nature 
of the text is indicated by the use of i aany specific terms used only Va secret 
documents intended for circulation among Indochinese Comnuniot Party *ombors~ 
quite different from those used in Viet Llinh public propaganda; for e cample: 
Ilong^luan, ‘’Red Army 1 ’ rather than Viet Ifev-Ciai-Pli ong- ;uan , "Vietnam Amy of Liber- 
ation”, Cliinh-Phu-So-Viet, "Soviet Government/ pf Indochina/" rather than Chinh- 
Phu-IHiom-Dan, "People hs Government*" One of the most interesting tlupgs is the 
terminology in the unblushing use of the Russian word "Soviet" to designate the 
type of People t s Committees and of People 4 s Government v/hich are adverted© 

The text is in more or less cueshioramre form® It was used as an out line in the 
secret scnools az tho time or uho Japanese surrender, and the pupils -jo re made to 
develop tho arguments more fully, Exactly the same method of inotruc ion prevails 
In tho present secret Communist schools and the texts used are based a tho same 
plan and have similar contents., 

2^ Dotailod discussion and explanation of text: 

(Do Terminology: In tho text the Annanicse word "Tu Sail" ( literally ’private 
property") means "bourgeois" and has an honorable sense © The word "!>■ ban"- 
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(literally "capital") mean?? "capitaLiat 1 ^ has a pejorative sense* 

(3) Tendency? The text rejects any aim of establishing a ’’capitalist” society 
ithat xo, with concentration of capital), but envisages a transitional period 
of "bourgeois’* economy (limited private ownership) leading to the Socialist stage ^ 
(Compare Viet llinh public propaganda) » u 

(3) The "Erroneous Theories”: 

a<l theory ol a Nationalist Revolution <, Although the text does not men- 
tion this fact, this theory is that of the Nationalist Front — Dong Llinh Hoi 
'jbD t etco The omission to mention this fact is because it is a theory vjhich 
has been successively advocated by numerous different Nationalist parties and 
perhaps will continue to be so* The Viet llinh, therefore, v/isiies to dispose 
of this theory once for all r no matter* by whom it may be advocated, rather 
than confining itself to specific criticism of the Nationalist Front* The criti- 
cism n the text speaks for itself* first 

b. Theoiy that the Revolution of Peoples must take place/and the world Revo- 
lutxo: : v^torvRirds* As the text states, this/ the theory propounded by the Viet 
Nam Thttfih Nion Caen Konh Dong Chi Iloi and by the Tan Viet Cach I!onh Dang* The 
first of these two organisations is the Vietnam League of Revolutionary Youth* the 
second is the Her/ Viet or Revolutionary Party* These tv/o organisations were both 
creations of HO chi llinh under other aliases and were among the oiiginai component 
organizations of the Viet llinh * It is extremely interesting to note that this theory 
"Which at one time was propounded by HO chi llinh himself, is in the present text being 
rejected by the Inner Circle of the Viet llinh with HO chi llinh* s blessing. The ability 
thus to reject theories previously propounded is a good example of the Viet Llinh* s 
flexibility, -hen circumstances, or a change of USSR policy, require a change of thesry, 
the old one can be abandoned on the supposition that it was not really HO chi l T inh 
but the gentleman who bore his previous name, that had advocated this erroneous theory. 

As lor the theory itaolf, it must be examined in the light of the changes in USSR 
policy* That policy may be divided into three separate periods, each based on a differ© it 
doctrine: (a) From the Russian Revolution until the early 1930»s-«classic Marxist 
°: p t 0 ^ tarlan “ orld Involution— accepted by Lenin, Stalin and Trotsky* 
n « -jarly IV.sO^s to about 194l Socialism in one country. Concealed help by the 
Comintern fox* revolutionaries of other countries,. Accent on this theory weakened 
as a result of increased nationalistic sentiment in the war against Germany * (c) 

From 1940 to the preseht^Nationalisi, for* the USSR; Democratic Bourgeois Revolution 
for colonial countries* 

as for Indochina, there was no parallel to the first of these three theories be- 
cause the Revolutionary Movement was not at that time sufficiently developed in 
Indochina , The "Erroneous Theory” here discussed is the theory adopted by HO 
chi Llinh in the 1930*3 as an exact parallel to, and under the inspiration of, the 
soviet thinking of the second period. He was later forced to abandon this theory 
during the war in accord v/ith the change in USSR policy, climaxed by the "dissolu- 
tion” of the Comintern, The new theory adopted may bo considered a necessary com- 
promise between the fomer one and that of the Indochinese bourgeois nationalists 
and of the Anglo-American Allies* Compare the "dissolution" of the Indochinese Com- 
munist Party.

one of the most secret parts of this text, Outimrdly the Viet Llinh have tried 
to show friendliness for the church — there is even a National elfare Association 
1 for Catholics— and to date have confiscated only tho large properties of the church 
and have done this principally on the grounds of econom ic necessity* The y have

This text my possibly fore shadow a more intensive anti-church policy for tho future, 
when it is no longer necessary for the Viet llinh to have as much support as possi !e 
from the Indochinese Catholics. T he Nationalization of large properties » This 
Till transfer a large part of the eeonoiry into a Socialist economy and "tills branch 
of the economy will dominate all other branches of economic activity of the country*’ 1 
This means that the nationalized industries will to some extent enter into conpetitiai 
with the non-nationalized ones & Although private property will theoretically in 
many cases remain undisturbed, it will become impotent to 3 tand up against Socialized 
competition* The usual emphasis on tho importance of printing shops is shown in 
the Fifth tat chwo i-d 4l Confisc a tion of properties of non-cooperating landowners * 

This is purely a threat to Lindoviiors to join the Viet llinh. If they comply, t*,ey 
my koep their lands; if not ,, they lose them* 

bo Three of the Principal .Watchwords" are: Democratic Rights of the People, 
Improve the Standard of laving of the People, Sc If determination of Peoples * 

These echo Dr., SUIL Yat-sen* s Three Principles* They are used chiefly for external 
propaganda and to hide tie true but secret Comjrrunist doctrine which is the heart 
or the text* They v/ere particularly successful for use during the Chinese Occupation 
in later 1945 and early 1946 a As for the gelf-De termination of Peoples, the Viet 
Tlinh have always insisted on the rights of the racial minorities and r ought to re- 
tain their goodvdllo This policy in stated with great clarity in the text and has 
been to a large extent followed in actual practice 0

"Yihat clas s is directing the pre sent rev o lut i o n? After having analyzes the 

different characteristics of the various classes,, we ask ourselves this question: 
"Which is the class which should take the lead in the present revolution iry 
movement? 

The capitalist clas s? No; because, as has been said in the preceding chapter, 
this class (in IndocldnaJ came into bein',; only at the time of the First Imperialist 
’War; It is stiWLl v/eak; and it is composed either of reactionaries, lukewarm 
persons, or, at best, reformists who have nothing revolutionary about them* Further- 
more* the histoiy of the struggle in colonial countries has taught as much: the 
capitalists of India participated in the revolutionary movement of 1923* those of 
China in the movement of 1924-2? * But in proportion as the People «s movement In- 
creased, they transformed themselves into Nationalist reformists, and permitted 
themselves to compromise with the Imperialists* As for Indochina, her bourgeois 
class has never taken part in any revolutionary movement* Thus it is clear that 
the responsibility of leading the- revolution to success can not be placed in the 
hands of this class; and it is similarly clear that this vlass can not claim the 
right to such leader ship 0

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Erroneous Theories of the Present R evolutionary Movement in Indochina* 

\7o have recognized that the Bourgeois Democratic Revolution in Indochina is a tactic 
perfectly adapted to present conditions * .e must nov; examine certain erroneous 
theories, in order to shed further flight on the correctness of cur views* 

(1) Theory of a Rationalist Revolution* According to this theory, the only 
enemy of the Indochinese people is French imperialism, and therefore, in order 
to overthrow this enemy, the people of Indochina do not need the Class Struggle, 
and should concentrate all their strength to accomplish a nationalist revolution* 
on the contrary, the division of revolutionary strength would enfeeble &he nation 
and increase the strength of the enemy v/hich is French imperialism,. This point 

of view is untenable * Present society is not divided by our own will, but has been 
divided by nature ever since nan has been subject .to the law of private property. 

In Indochina it is true tliat all classes arc under the domination of French imperial- 
isnit But that does not moan that all classes suffer equally from o|>pro s sion. and 
exploitation* And, among classes, interests are opposed to one another. Landov/ners 
sjid llandarins ol' the feudal class depend upon French imperialism in order to oppress 
and exploit tne people 0 The capitalist class is the daughter of French imperialism, 
and generally profits from it* Thus an Anti-luperia list revolutionary movement 
which includes all classes of society is an illusion* Besides, as Y/as demonstrated 
above, imperialism and feudalism are closely linked, and it is impossible to over- 
throw the one without overthrowing the other* If v:e overthrow imperialism vdth- 
out proceeding to the distribution of the land, the peasant class (which forms the 
majority in tho country) will not be able to paiticipate in tho revolution, inas- 
mch as the involution would bring it no real advantage* Therefore the Anti-Imperial- 
ist Revolution must march in step with the Agrarian Revolution; in other v;ord 3 , this 
Revolution must be a Democratic Bourgeois Revolution and not a Rationalist Revolution* 

(2) Theory that the Revolution of Peoples roust take place first and the world Revo- 
lution afterwards* This is the theory propounded by tho Viet Nam Thanh Nien Cach 
t..enh Dong Chi Iloi and by the Ta.u Viet Cach Ilenh Dang. According tc this theory, 
along the path which leads from the Revolution of Peoples to the Jorld Revolution, 
there are different stages and the present stage is that of the Revolution of Peoples. 
They consider the revolutionary path to be like a straight line which has several 
different segments* This is a great error. They do not see that, during this period 
of imperialism, the economy of each country is a link in the chain of world economy, 
and that therefore the revolution in each country must bo a pait of the v/orld revo- 
lution <, In promoting the revolution in Indochina, we participate already to a cer- 
tain extent in tho revolution of the v/orldo 

(3) Theory of the Proletarian Revolution or of the Social Revolution* 

According to tills theory (which is that of the Trotskyists, who arc false revolution- 
aries, making use of expressions of an ultra-leftist nature in order to mislead 
the people) during the period of Imperialism the economy of the world, from the 
Capitalist countries to the Colonial and Geni-C o lonial countries, is closely linked 
Therefore the world Revolution must be a Social Revolution* Let us leave aside for 
the moment the true face (anti-revolutionary and essentially destructive) of those 
people, and consider their ultra-leftist theory for what it is worth. Re do not 
deny that, during the period of Imperialism, the economies of all countries are 
closely related * But beyond this important point of economic interrelationship, 
the Trotskyists have closed their eyes in order to avoid seeing the unequal develop- 
mouc of capitalism* As a result of this unequal development, certain countries 
have a highly developed economy, and others have a backward one. These iifferences 
in economic development bring about differences in the distribution of lasses c . 

Thus, to affirm that in all countries the sane revolutionary path shouL be ad- 
vocated, is sheer madness* In Indochina, economic development is not advanced, and 
differs totally from that of capitalist European and American countries The Pro- 
letariat is still weak and small in number, and the Peasantry constitutes tho major- 
ity* Add to that the numerous vestiges of the feudal regime" To follow the tactic 
of the Proletarian Revolution at this time v/ould be to isolate the Proletariat, 
and 3urely cause the Revolution to abort* And we have not yet said anything about 
the supposition - a supposition which could never be a possibility - of the success 
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of tiiat sort of revolution; for then, with an econony which is so backward, 
vjtet could be done to construct a Socialist society? In order to expel the Im- 
perialists, to dostroy the vestiges of feudalism, and to make the economy of the 
country develop in the direction of socialism, this revolution must be a Demo- 
cratic bourgeois devolution, opening the way to a Social Revolution* Thus, 
in advancing the watchword of Proletarian Revolution at the present tine, the 
Trotslcyists have intentionally misled the masses to separate tho workers from the 
peasants, and indirectly to help tho representatives of Imperialism and Feudalism 
to lei 11 the Revolution. And the watchword of Proletarian Revolution is not only 
one which can not be put into effect, but even becomes a deceptive and swindling 
watchword o 
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The Principal atchwords in the Democratic Bourjois Revolutionary Uovoment in 
Indochina * ' 


(1) Overthrow French Imperialism, destroy Feudalism. make Indochina completely 
independent* be have seen that our tv/o mortal enemies at the present moment are 
imperialism and feudalism which must both be destroyed together* Feudalism here 
is* not Royalty and the Uandarinate, lackeys of the Imperialists, but is the 
whole of th u remains of former exploitation, and of the feudal rules and rites 
heaped upon the heads of the people 3 The total independence of Indochina should 
include economic independence and political independence: politically Indochina 
should not be under tho domination of any foreign government; her economy should 
not be dependent upon the economy of any other nation * 

(2) Establish* a borker-Pcasant Government under the Soviet form * (Chinh-Phu 
Cong-Nong Theo H inh-thi c So-Viet) After having destroyed the former F- dal 
govern isntal machine, the people must establish immediately a new goveriiraontal 
machinery to rebuild society in all fields; political, economic, and social*, 

This governmental machinery is the Dictatorship of the Proletariat and of the 
Peasantry: that is to say, the Jorlzors and the Peasants - that vast majority - 
must sit down on the head of the former exploiting minority of the land* As to 
tho Government, it is a Ibrker-Peasant Government: the workers must ally them- 
selves closely with the Peasants for the exercise of power* The political form 
will be the Soviet fora,, Representatives elected directly by the people will 
represent tho people in the Govermental machinery, The masses vd.ll nob only 
have the right to elect and be elected, but will also have the right to remove 
those representatives who shall not have filled their assigned mission propex'ly* 
The Soviet Government of Indochina will include both legislative power and exe- 
cutive power; there will be no division of powers as in Democratic Capitalist 
regimes o 

(3) Organize the Red Array® In order to expel Imperialism and Feudalism, before 
the seizure of povrer, we must organize revolutionary armies* After the seizure 

of power, in order to establish solidly the power of the Workers and Peasants, aiKi 
. to hold out against all enemies both at home and abroad, (who are always ready to 
gather together the remain?! of reactionary forces in order to give us one last 
battle), the Revolutionary Government must have a strong army to defend it* This 
army can only be a Red Army* 


(L) Confiscate all the properties of French imperiali sm, of

^^Hb^Te“r^"SrejtyiMe knows that the properties of French icpcraalisto, 
of ' f ^im’capitaTists , and of the Church are the result of years of accvumilntian 
based on theft and exploitation of the people. The ..orlcer-Peasant Government, 
representing tho exploited classes, should surety confiscate all these properties. 

As for the native capitalists, vre must make a distinctions only the properties of 
the reactionary ones vrho are opposed to the revolutionary movement vrill be confiscated 
the non-reactionary capitalists, on the other hand, vrill be able to live in security 
under the control of the Revolutionary Government, After tne banks, factories, mines, 
railroads, boats, large companies, etc,, belonging to the reactionaries have been 
confided to the Soviet Government, /of Indochina/ a great part of the economy of 
the country vrill have been transformed into a Socialist economy, and this branch 
of the economy vrill dominate all other branches of economic activity in me country.

the means of complication and transport are of great importance front thxee 
points of view political, economic and military — and that the printing 
establishments are a necessary instrument for propaganda 0 Therefore, in 
older to consolidate its power and to prevent these instruments frero falling 
into the hands of reactionaries who might make use of them against its author- 
ity, the Soviet Goveiiiment /of Indochina/ must take them under its own control* 

This matter is of such importance that it cannot be passed over without mention* 
f fi) Confiscate all the lands o f landowners and of the Church and all communal 
iande; give them to medium and poor peasants and agri cultural laborers „ \fe ~ 
have already noted" lihe dSbp a ap:frationTl^to¥ peasants toward VbeTnrid . Under 
the domination of the imperialists and feudalists, . nearly the whole of the land was 
in the hands of the Church and the landowners 0 After the success of the revolution, 
all lands toll have tc be divided among the peasants, but there are certain points 
to be clearly considered: 

a* Confiscated lauds which oy their very nature cannot be split up 
(for exarr$>le, rubber, coffee and tea plantations) will have to be 
placed under the direction of the GoverniiBnto 
b 0 ./hen we speak of the coir* location of the land of the landowners, 
rre refer to farm lands which arc now under capitalist exploitation 
(for example, land belonging to those capitalists or bourgeois who 
live in the city and who rent snail parcels of paddy land to farmers); 
these must be confiscated and divided among the peasants* 

Co Finally w© must know upon what base to establish the partition of 
confiscated land* It is clearly impossible to base this upon the 
numb el* of persons in each peasant family, because thus there would be 
confusion between the elements which are productive and those which 
are not, lhirtherrioroj it is impossible that the division be based upon 
the instruments of production which formerly belonged to each family* 

The principal and necessary thing is to base 5t on tho capacity of 
labor (of tho members of each peasant family) in direct proportion 
to the exploitation of the lar,:d 0 

(7) . Kai 3 e^ the Standard of living of t he irking Class B Under the capita list 
regime in oho class struggle, the worker sHE-ays have the right to demand, .in 
ascertain measure, the raising of their standard of living* But tho raisi ig 
Ox this standard can bo completed only after the seizure of the power by b ie 
proletariat fl The sociw 1 reforms necessary for the raising of workers* standard 
of living under a capitalist regime, are: the eight-hour day, the raising of wages, 
social security, and the right of all workers — men, women and children*-- to the 
same wage for the same work. Tills improvement in standard of living must be 
carried on indefinitely, 

(£) Put i nto Effect Democratic Freedoms * Under the imperialist and feudal yoke, 
the people enjoyed no democratic freedom - not oven tho most elementary freedoms of 
the capitalist regime, -Svcry time that the imperialists found themselves "because 
of the Peoples* struggle) obliged to grant the people a few insignificant rights, 
they sought by all means possible to take them back again afterwards or to cancel 
their effectiveness * Therefore, democratic rights can be put into effect in full 
only after the formation of the proletarian government .* These freedoms ark 
a* Freedom of the press and publications 0 
b p Freedom of organisation and of association =, 
c (? Freedom to travel, 
d Q Universal suffrage c 

There is one point which vre must note clearly t democracy vxust be entire, w;d 
mot be the democracy of one class,* That is to say, just as' under the capitalist 
regime, democracy is democracy only for the capitalist class^ the feudalist class 
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and their lackeys, so, tinder the Regime of Workers and Peasants, democracy can 
he applied only for the vrorker and the peasant classes and for those other classes 
■which are not reactionary against the power of the Soviet Government /of Indochina > 
or vrhich do not plot against the regime, 

(9) Abrogate all present taxes and cancel all present debts, and institute 
progressive taxes « Taxes and debts constitute the yoke which the Fascist Imperial- 

ists, the landoimor s , the capitalists and the rich farmers used in order to oppress 
the proletarian classes * After the seizure of power, it is evident that this yoke 
must be removed immediately and at the same time all remnants of the former ex- 
ploitation must be destroyed. But in order that the administrative machinery may 
function (for example, the services of education, public works, agriculture, forestry, 
etc*) the government must iirtpose a nev/ tax which will be a progressive and proportional 
tax, a tax which till weigh much more heavily on the rich than on the poor, during 
the transitional period in which the national economy still remains under a Bourgeois 
regime* 

(10) Equality of Sexes * Under the present regime, women constitute the r oot 
oppressed category. From the economic point of view, women work just as hard 

as men and for the same number of hours per day, but nevertheless receive a smaller 
wage o From the political point of view, they have no rights at alio From the 
social point of view, they are so bound at present by religious customs, by manners, 
and by tradition that they have no freedom* Therefore, after the Viet Iiinh lias 
seised power, the revolutionary government must totally free this ha If of the 
population* -ben we speak of equality of the sexes wo mean it from the political,

fulfill this deep revolutionary aspiration* But at this point the revolutionaries 
must tales a clear view of things and act in a wise manner c After the success of 
the revolution, racial minorities will be free to choose their own course, either 
bo remain isolated or to join tho other peoples in order to form a large Federation* 

The revolutionary government ’-'dll never employ force to oblige racial mine cities 
to remain under its domination as did the Imperialist aggressors, Nevertheless not 
only is it the duty of the revolutionaries of the more important people to protect 
the right of self-determination of the minorities, but it is also the duty of the 
revolutionaries of the minorities to o; [plain to their masses. the advantages and 
disadvantages both of isolation and of unity with the other peoples in order to form 
a Soviet Unions (bien-Bang So-Viet) /of Indochina/ * Such a union, based w on complete 
equality, would have sufficient strength to fight against the forces of reaction 
at home, as well as abroad, and also to shoulder the responsibilities of building 
a common economy* In conclusion, the principle of self-determination of peoples must 
go in step with the ability of revolutionaries among each of these peoples , These 
are tho revolutionaries who work visibly to make it possible for these peoples to 
avoid living in isolation and becoming hostile to one another, but to achieve union 
so as to move together toward a world of equality*
